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LIFE SPAN AND LIFE EXPECTANCY

The human quest for perennial existence, or 
corporal Immortality, or even man’s more reason­
able hope for a life span greatly exceeding the bib­
lically allotted “three score and ten” years, again 
has been blasted. Although literal followers of the 
Scriptures have always scoffed at the various alleg­
ed scientific predictions that the tenure of the av­
erage human life might yet be pushed beyond the 
century mark, and beyond a shade of a doubt they 
have had the preponderance of evidence on their 
side, many mortals have avidly clung to the hope 
that in this instance particularly science would 
successfully refute the Scripture, and have 'tried to 
adopt various models of living believed to prolong 
interminably the day of reckoning witlj the Grim 
Reaper.

But now comes Dr. Louis I. Dublin, statistic­
ian of the Metropolitan Life Insurance Co., probably 
the greatest mortuary expert of his day, declaring 
in his address before the American Public Health 
Association the other day that in the last century 
nothing has happened to encourage tha hope that the 
span of human life might be lerigthened. Dr. Dub­
lin admits that extraordinary improvements have 
occurred in public health practices and in the field 
if medicine, and asserts: “The expectation of life 
has increased but the span of life has remained sta­
tionary.” Explaing the fundamental distinction be­
tween “expectation of life” and “span of life,” the 
statistician points out that the former is the aver­
age length of life of a people in stationary popula­
tion, and the latter means the life existence which 
he majority of persons might hope to attain. He 
itates that the life span has remained stationary for 
a long time, “and it is altogether unlikely that man 
will be able to do anything to change it. The span 
if life seems to be fixed by the nature of man him­
self. His internal structure wears out after so many 
years of work and use and he appears unable to mas­
er its weakness or give it stamina to last longer.” 

Dr^ Dublin tells us that the limit cf human life 
seems to be fixed more nearly around the 80th thah 
‘he 100th year mark. On this point, then, the Bible 
ind the scientist seem agreed, for doesn’t the Scrip 
Lure say something about three score and ten and 
naybe, four score?

At any rate, the Metropolitan statistician, is cer- 
alnly not in a disputed or doubted field with the 
ay mind when he tells us that it is more than likely 
trat “Hark* From the Tune,” will be chanted about 
mr remains before we have had a hundred years of 
nundane existence.

It behooves us as individuals, then, to give up 
?he faintly held hope of shooting beyond the life 
*pau and endeavor more assidiously to increase the 
ife expectancy.

He de­
scribed vividly the progress of im­
perialism since the first Congress in 
Brussels; showing how “the drive for 
new markets” among the great pow-

war. He seemed to think that the lat­
ter eventually would be a greater ca­
lamity for the victims of imperial­
ism than would a war for'•mastery 
and profits among the powers. He 
seemed to think that peace among 
the exploiters would be hell for t h e 
exploited. Perhaps this reasoning 
overlooks the truth that there can be^ 
no pejace as long as _there is unjust 
exploitation,—no real peace unless 
these reputed victims share in it. 
There is undoubtedly a real danger of 
war today, and will be for genera­
tions to come; but it looked a b t 
comical to the writer to see the Com­
munists straining their withers t o 
raise a “war scare” when they are 
known as the most war-like people 
among us. Before this session was 
ever, some of them were boasting 
and sweetly anticipating how much 
hell they meant to raise on August

"if 1 am not in jail.” Of course they 
christened their anticipations by the 
indifferent name of demonstrations.” 
They would "demonstrate” on Au­
gust 1st. But they meant to run afoul 
ol the police,—to do what would be 
regarded b y t h e authorities a s 
"breaking the law" and they seemed 

to love It. Getting into jail is one o f 

the Communist “methods.” They 
overlook the fact that the martyrs to 
the greatest causes never made get­
ting into Jail their beloved aim; they 
only got into ail as an evil neces­
sity and after doing their best to 
pursue theii cause and stay out of

jail. They accepted jail when It was 
a choice between jail and the be­
trayal of their cotfsciences. The 
Communist comrades seem to us to 
have a slightly deeper fondness for 
jail than that.

But Pollitt was eloquent, thought­
ful, fact-dealing and good to listen 
at. He delivered himself of some very 
important statements: that the
French had depopulated a certain 
colony of theirs in Africa, reducing 
the people’s number from _over n:ne 
million to less than three million i n 
less than a generation. That is some 
slaughter of -black people on the part 
of the French. We had heard the 
fact stated in even worse figures 
than that, and so perhaps there is 
truth in the more moderate state­
ment of Pollitl. The French may be 
Without color prejudice, but they are 
not without economic greed; and 
enough of that greed will make a man 
murder his mother. He asserted that 
the economic powers are driving not 
only for new markets, but also for 
lower wages and longer hours,—and 
that consequently the working class­
es are becoming "troublesome" all 
over the world. The great popula­
tions of China and India are there­
fore destined to become, are this 
moment becoming the center of the 
world struggle against capitaiist-im- 
perialist oppression. And he im- 
pioved on the horror of Saklatvala's 
ligures about the brown babies of 
Bombay: according to Pollitt, under 
British rule, 688 of these babies die 
out of every 1,000. He claimed that 
the present Labor government of En­
gland is a "worse enemy” to the 
workers than was the government 
which it displaced. This we do not 
see the sense of; and we know ex­
actly what the Communists mean by 
that statement: that the Labor Gov­
ernment will tend to bring moge satis- 
facCon and peace among the work­
ers, and more Hope, and so delay 
the coming of the Communism; and 
to an ardent Communist \ anything 
that delays the Communist program 
fa a bad thing. Communism can wax 
fat. fastest on unrest and oppression.
It is too bad that the wooden-headed 
rulers of the people do not see this 
and mend their ways. Every time 
they deny Communists their constitu­
tional rights of free speech, by break­
ing up their meetings, denying them 
permits, jailing them on sham charge* 
and railroading them to convictions, 
they are playing into the hands as 
Communism. — Pollitt s speech and 
this “war danger” consideration were
